NOTES AND REMARKS. 


Heavy north-westerly gales in March, June, July, 
and October. A fresh southerly gale in September, 
and heavy rain. Snow in June and October. A hot 
wind in December, and a thunder-storm. 


Heavy north-westerly gales in March, April, June, 
July, August, and December, and one in June north- 
east. A hot wind in October north west, and one gale 
north west in December preceded by a thunder-storm. 


Fresh gales in January, April, October, and Novem- 
ber. Hot windsin January, February, (followed by a 
hard southerly gale and heavy rain) September, and 
October. A thunder-storm (heavy) in March, in 
October, and in November (light). Frequent snow- 
storms in August. 


Black bulb thermometer in sun stood at 156° 5’ on 
the 8th December. On 21st February it stood at 100° 
in the shade, and at midnight it was 78°. Brilliant 
Auroras visible September, October, and December. 
Hot winds in February (very hot) and August. A 
thunder-storm in October. 


Thermometer on 12th February at 91° in shade, 
Snow in December. Fresh north-west gales in Jan- 
uary, July, September, October, November, and De- 
cember. Hot winds in March (a violent gale) and 
December. A hard southerly gale in May, and a fresh 
south west in October. Therm. once in July at 29°. 


Thermometer on 27th January stood at 105° in shade. 
Gales throughout the year, 14 north west and 6 
southerly. Thunder-storms in January and February. 
In September heavy snow-fall for one hour. Unusual 
quantity of rain. Snow on the 23rd December. 


Fresh north-westerly gales in January, March, 
throughout April, May, August, September, November, 
and December. Flail-storms in September, and a hot 
wind in March. A south-west gale in November, One 
distant thunder-storm in February. 


Fresh gales in all months but January, March, July, 
and August north-westerly. A southerly gale in Sep- 
tember and in November (and much heavy rain). Hot 
winds in February and September, the first furious for 
two hours, the latter from north and east and quickly 
followed by rain and a heavy southerly gale. 


Gales in all the months but January and September. 
From the southward in May, June, July, and Decem- 
ber. Strong hot winds in February and October, (the 
latter lasting three days); and snow-storms in October 
and July, the latter a heavy fall. 


Gales in January (heavy), February, March, April, 
and December, north-westerly. One southerly in 
February andin March. Snow covering the mountain 
in January. A light thunder-storm in February, and 
afresh hot wind in December. A Comet was seen 
from the middle of September.
